Report from Bocas del Toro, fruit pm^t — Smallpox sitwxt'am improving. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhout reports as follows: Week ended 
August 25, 1903. Present ofEciall}' estimated population not obtain- 
able. One case of smallpox during the week; no deaths; number of 
deaths from other causes, 6; prevailing diseases, smallpox and mala- 
rial fever. General sanitary condition of this port and the surround- 
ing country during the week, not good. The smallpox situation is 
much improved. The infection seems to be principally in the sub- 
ports in the lagoons. Malarial fever of a severe type is quite prev- 
alent. I see many of the cases. Nothing of a suspicious character 
is to be found.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Grruver reports as follows: Week ended 
August 27, 1903. Census population, 4,000; number of cases of j'el- 
low fever, 2 — 1 death; number of deaths from other causes, 10; pi'e- 
vailing diseases, yellow fever, malarial diseases, and tuberculosis. 

General sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding country 
during the week, verv poor. One case leprosy sent here August 25 
from Buffalo farm (W. F. Co.), about 15 miles distant. The case still 
remains in town.
